An Edmonton defence law¬ 
yer has been accused of 
bringing methampheta¬ 
mine into the Edmonton Re¬ 
mand Centre. 

On Thursday, Sept. 19, 
correctional officers became 
suspicious about a package 
that was handed to an in¬ 
mate at the institution. 

When they seized the 
package, they allege six 
grams of methampheta¬ 
mine were found. 

“The correctional peace 
officers noticed some con¬ 
traband and seized it after 
it had been given to the in¬ 
mate,” said Clair Seyler, a

spokesperson for Edmonton 
police. 

Justin Sidhu, 31, was ar¬ 
rested on Wednesday. 

The investigation was led 
by the Institutional Inves¬ 
tigative Unit, which works 
closely with prison guards, 
and was formed this year to 
focus on crimes at institu¬ 
tions. 

“They are made up of 
three detectives that deal 
exclusively with incidents 
at the Edmonton Remand 
Centre, the Edmonton In¬ 
stitution and the Edmonton 
Young Offenders’ Centre,” 
said Seyler. 

Sidhu has been charged 
with one count of traffick¬ 


ing in a controlled sub¬ 
stance. 

According to police, the 
institutional investigation 
unit has laid three traffick¬ 
ing charges against visitors 
since its inception in June. 

Jason Maloney, a spokes¬ 
person for the Alberta So¬ 
licitor General’s office, said 
the arrest won’t change how 
the remand centre deals 
with visitors in the future. 

“This isn’t impacting the 
operations of the Edmonton 
Remand Centre. It’s basic¬ 
ally a really good example 
of the effectiveness of our 
existing processes,” he said. 

He said there have not 
been any other recent prob¬ 
lems involving defence law¬ 
yers. 

Maloney said even 
though the institutional in¬ 
vestigation unit is relatively 
new, it builds on a strong 
existing relationship with 
corrections and local police. 

“We co-operate with EPS 
and we have a really good 
relationship with them.”

Mayoral hopeful 
upset about 
debate snub 

One mayoral candidate is 
outraged he was left out 
of the chamber of com¬ 
merce’s debate Tuesday 
night. 

Gordon Ward, who is 
one of three non-council 
candidates running for 
mayor, said he expected 
he would be able to speak 
Wednesday night at the 
forum, but was told other¬ 
wise when he arrived. 

“I had a certain concept 
of how I thought democ¬ 
racy worked,” he said. 

Ward said he doesn’t 
believe the chamber 
should tip the scales in 
favour of more well-known 
candidates. 

“I do not think that 
business people should be 
the gatekeepers determin¬ 
ing who represents the 
people,” said Ward. 

A spokesperson for the 
chamber said they began 
planning the event weeks 
ago and decided to limit 
the event only to those 
candidates they felt likely 
to become mayor. 

Ward said he got into 
the race for mayor because 
he is concerned the city 
and the province are wast¬ 
ing the opportunities of 
another economic boom. 

“There is a lot of am¬ 
nesia in our leaders. We 
seem to want to mortgage 
the futures of our grand¬ 
children,” he said. 

“Edmonton was a city 
that faced a lot of obstacles 
compared to the rest of 
Canada and we rose above 
that and I think I will rise 
above all of the obstacles 
in the campaign,” he said. 
“I think this is the city of 
champions. The underdog 
can win.”

Herron said they aim to 
find out whether candidates 
are legitimately interested in 
issues facing the LGBT com¬ 
munity or whether they are 
providing it lip service. 

“It’s interesting to see 
whether they have the cli- 
ched views about the issues 
that are facing the commun¬ 
ity,” he said.

The Alberta government 
will begin thinning trees 
around forest-enclosed com¬ 
munities to help prevent a 
recurrence of the wildfires 
that devastated much of the 
town of Slave Lake. 

The plan is one of eight 
initiatives the province is 
moving ahead with follow¬ 
ing a report into the May 
2011 fires that forced 10,000 
people to flee and destroyed 
560 homes and businesses.

cabinet minister responsible 
for sustainable resource 
development, says they will 
also expand the number of 
attack firefighting crews. 

“The commitment I am 
announcing today is first 
and foremost an investment 


in protecting human lives 
and property,” McQueen 
told reporters on a confer¬ 
ence call Thursday. 

“It also confirms our 
pledge of continued invest¬ 
ment in healthy forests by 
reducing wildfire threats.” 

McQueen says an addi¬ 
tional $18 million has been 
allocated to the effort. 

The announcement 
means the government has 
accepted all 21 recommen¬ 
dations put forward by a 
review panel following the 
wildfires. 

About 60 per cent of Al¬ 
berta is forested, surround¬ 
ing about 400 communities.

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‘Alarmingly high.’ Alta, 
under-reports workplace 
injuries: Research group 


A University of Alberta re¬ 
search group says the prov¬ 
incial government is under¬ 
reporting workplace injuries. 

The Parkland Institute 
says the government only 
notes injuries that result in 
lost or reduced work — about 
53,000 cases in 2009. 

But the institute says the 
actual number of people who 
get hurt on the job is about 10 
times higher than that. 

The institute says these 
numbers would be lower if 
Alberta required businesses 
to establish joint employee- 
employer safety committees 
like in other provinces. 

The Alberta Union of Prov¬ 
incial Employees and the op¬ 
position New Democrats are 
calling on the government to 
take action. 

“The details of the report 
are a real eye-opener into the 
realities of workplace health 
and safety in Alberta,” said 
AUPE health and safety repre¬ 
sentative Dennis Malaylco. 

“All employees are en¬ 
titled to come home healthy

after a day’s work. This report 
shows the number that don’t 
is alarmingly high.” 

True injuiy rates average 
around 500,000 per year in 
Alberta. However, the gov¬ 
ernment’s numbers hover 
around 53,000 annually, the 
report states. 

“The true numbers are 
much higher than the gov¬ 
ernment wants to admit,” 
said Malaylco. 

“In fact, the report shows 
that Alberta workplaces are 
10 times more dangerous 
than the government wants 
us to know, which is alarm¬ 
ing.”

Could Karen Leibovici and Don 
Iveson split the vote? 

It’s an uncomfortable ques¬ 
tion, partly because it’s an 
analytical shortcut simplifying 
hardworking candidates, but 
mostly because it suggests the 
most unholy sin of democracy 
— strategic voting. 

But with the odd number of 
three mayoral candidates, all of 
them seasoned and fresh from 
council chambers, the race will 
certainly be tight. However, 
only Keny Diotte has set him¬ 
self apart so far. 

It’s no secret Diotte was the 
foil to Mayor Stephen Mandel, 
which might seem like a dis¬ 
advantage since Mandel won 
the 2007 and 2010 elections 
handedly, with 65 and 55 per 
cent, respectively. 

Mandel did this by pos¬ 
itioning himself as ambitious 
with aspirations for the city, 
and three times did Edmonton¬ 



ians agree. Will the majority 
really switch gears and vote for 
the pragmatic Diotte? Unlikely, 
but that’s still a substantial 
chunk of people unhappy with 
the former mayor that will 
gravitate to the candidate. 

While Diotte posits that 
the city as it is now isn’t work¬ 
ing (in Wednesday’s debate he 
called the roads “disgraceful”), 
both Couns. Leibovici and Ive¬ 
son have a more positive out¬ 
look on the city’s current state 
and have echoed the retiring 
mayor’s optimism and vision 
for the future. 

But when Mandel’s support¬ 
ers go to the ballot on Oct. 21, 
will they be certain who they 
want to continue leading this 
vision? 

Even when Leibovici and 
Iveson both announced their 
candidacy in June, the simi¬ 
larities in their speeches were 
hard to ignore. 

Both began with a promise 
to short-term issues, like snow¬

funding and enabling the spirit 
of entrepreneurship. 

Though the campaign 
hasn’t quite reached a rolling 
boil yet, the headline-grabbing 
efforts of the candidates also 
show similarities between the 
two councilors. 

Iveson announced an effi¬ 
ciency plan for the finance com¬ 
mittee helming the budget, and 
then so did Leibovici. She re¬ 
leased her donor list, and then 
Iveson followed. The only jabs 
from these candidates toward 
each other were who did it first. 

Meanwhile Diotte has 
owned the headlines — or been 
owned by them, depending on 
whom you ask — with antics 
like the “What Stinks?” arena 
ads that have mostly backfired. 
Still, he’s carving his own niche 


by sweating the small stuff. 

The big-picture voters will 
have to choose from nuances 
between the other candidates, 
which are visible upon close 
inspection. 

Iveson, a policy wonlc, talks 
specifics. There are plenty of 
percentage signs and dollar 
signs in his campaign materi¬ 
als, which suggest decisiveness. 
Leibovici, however, speaks 
more generally but sees the 
mayoral role as mobilizing 
council to come up with the 
specifics together. 

She also puts more empha¬ 
sis on business and enabling it 
to grow, while Iveson focuses 
more on citizens and their qual¬ 
ity of life in the future. 

They have also successfully 
distinguished each other as 
brands — the veteran and the 
fresh thinker. Will voters want 
Leibovici’s decades of experi¬ 
ence and confidence running a 
government, or will they gravi¬ 
tate toward the spiy politician 
who could take the city into 
new territoiy?

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‘The while widow’ wanted in 
connection with terrorist plot 


Samantha Lewthwaite. 

She’s the daughter of a 
former British soldier, 
was born in Northern 
Ireland and grew up 
northwest of London 


The tabloids call her “the 
white widow,” a Northern 
Ireland-born Muslim convert 
who was married to one of 
the suicide bombers in the 
2005 attack on London’s 
transit system. And for days 
now, the British media have 
been rife with speculation 
she took part in the terrorist 
takeover at a Nairobi shop¬ 
ping mall. 

On Thursday, Interpol, 
acting at Kenya’s request, 
issued an arrest notice for 
29-year-old fugitive Saman¬ 
tha Lewthwaite — not in con¬ 


nection with the mall attack, 
but over a 2011 plot to bomb 
holiday resorts in Kenya. 

If Lewthwaite indeed em¬ 
braced the jihadi cause, it 
would mark a chilling turn¬ 
around for the apparently 
grieving widow who origin¬ 
ally condemned the Lon¬ 
don transit bombings and 
criticized her late husband, 
Jermaine Lindsay, for taking 
part. 

Officials have not made 
public any evidence link¬ 
ing her to the mall attack. 
The Interpol notice did not 
mention it. And al-Shabab, 
the Somali Islamic extremist 
group behind the takeover, 
denied any female fighters 
participated. 

Interpol’s “red notice” for 
Lewthwaite said she is want¬ 
ed on charges of possessing 
explosives and conspiracy to 
commit a felony in Decem¬ 
ber 2011.

Historic verdict. 

Taylor is the first head 
of state convicted 
by international war 
crimes court since 
Second World War 


More than a decade after fuel¬ 
ling a murderous campaign 


of terror in Sierra Leone by 
supplying rebels with arms, 
Charles Taylor was definitive¬ 
ly convicted and imprisoned 
Thursday for 50 years, in a 
ruling that finally delivered 
justice for victims. 

The appeals chamber of 
the Special Court for Sierra 
Leone upheld the 65-year-old 
former Liberian president’s 
conviction on 11 counts 
of war crimes and crimes 


against humanity, including 
terrorism, murder, rape and 
using child soldiers. Taylor is 
the first former head of state 
convicted by an internation¬ 
al war crimes court since 
the Second World War and 
Thursday’s confirmation was 
welcomed as underscoring a 
new era of accountability for 
heads of state. 

“This is a historic and mo¬ 
mentous day for the people 


of Sierra Leone and the re¬ 
gion,” UN Secretaiy-General 
Ban Ki-moon said in a state¬ 
ment. 

“The judgment is a sig¬ 
nificant milestone in inter¬ 
national criminal justice, as 
it confirms the conviction 
of a former head of state for 
aiding, abetting and plan¬ 
ning war crimes and crimes 
against humanity.”

Canada’s Alcatraz. 

Kingston pen has been 
home to serial killers

Child killers, rapists, drunks, 
horse thieves and even boys 
and girls have all spent time 
within its high, foreboding 
walls. Hard time. 

Within days, however, its 
cells will be empty and the 
historic Kingston Penitentiary, 
the country’s most notorious 
prison, officially closes.

1835, the lakeside “pen” 
some have dubbed Canada’s 
Alcatraz has been home to as¬ 
sorted miscreants and a verit¬ 
able who’s who of the coun- 
tiy’s worst criminals. 

In recent times, the list in¬ 
cludes serial child killer Clif¬ 
ford Olson; Paul Bernardo, 
who raped and killed two 
schoolgirls; and Mohammad 
Shafia, who helped drown his 


three teenaged daughters. 

Appropriately, perhaps, 
it’s long been known by pris¬ 
oners as the Hall of Shame. 

Lee Chapelle, a property 
offender who spent relatively 
short stints in “KP” in 2001 
and 2008, says it was an old 
rundown dirty “dungeon” 
that stood out among the 
various prisons he’d been in. 

“The moment you go 
through the gates, there is a 
darkness about it,” Chapelle 
said from Goderich, Ont. 

“You feel the heaviness in 
the air.” 

The penitentiaiy, among 
the oldest continuously used 
prisons in the world, is closing 
because the federal govern¬ 


ment says it is outdated and 
too expensive to run. Its fu¬ 
ture, perhaps as some kind of 
tourist attraction, is uncertain. 

What is certain is that 
if its tiny, windowless cells 
and thick stone walls could 
speak, they would tell stor¬ 
ies of violence — perpetrated 
by, and on, those sent to the 
infamous Big House. 

Over the years, various 
commissions — the first 
within little more than a dec¬ 
ade of its opening — have in¬ 
vestigated conditions inside, 
each leading to improve¬ 
ments in how captives were 
treated, often after major in¬ 
mate disturbances.

Wayne Boden: The 
“Vampire Rapist” was 
convicted in 1972 of raping 
and killing three women in 
Montreal and one in Calgaiy.

Tim Buck: The general

The families of two Canadian 
Greenpeace members jailed 
for two months Thursday in 
Russia after protesting near 
an oil platform remain con¬ 
cerned for their safety. 

It has been one week 


since the Coast Guard seized 
a Greenpeace ship after sev¬ 
eral members of its crew at¬ 
tempted to scale the Arctic 
platform. The Arctic Sunrise, 
with 30 people on board, was 
towed to Murmansk in north¬ 
west Russia, where the crew is 
being investigated for piracy. 

According to Greenpeace, 
22 activists have been jailed 
for two months. A further 
eight members are being held 
for three days. 

Among those detained for 
two months are Canadians 
Paul Ruzycki, 48, of Port Col- 
borne, Ont., who served as 
chief mate, and Alexandre 


Paul, 35, a boatswain from the 
Montreal area. 

No charges have yet 
been brought against them. 
Ruzycki’s sister, Patti Ruzycki- 
Stirling, said officials told her 
the two-month detention was 
“a preventative measure to en¬ 
sure that they do not flee the 
countiy while Russia is tiying 
to figure out what charges to 
lay.” 

She said her family re¬ 
mains worried, particularly 
because Ruzycki suffers from 
lupus, an autoimmune dis¬ 
ease, and likely doesn’t have 
access to his medication.

Woman ‘humiliated’ 
in medical exam, 
court martial told 


Court martial. Retired 
petty officer 2 nd class 
James Wilks faces 26 
sexual-assault and 
breach-of-trust charges 
involving 16 women 


A former militaiy medical 
technician left women feeling 
uncomfortable and even “hu¬ 
miliated” after he touched or 
looked at their breasts during 
physical examinations, a court 
martial heard Thursday. 

The second day of a court 
martial for James Wilks, a petty 
officer second class who is now 
retired, featured the testi¬ 
mony of several women who 
described similar experiences 
of having their breasts and 
nipples fondled during exams. 

Their identities are protect¬ 
ed under a publication ban.

One of the women said 
Wilks ordered her to expose 
her breasts so he could touch 
them during a physical exam. 

She said he spent a minute 
or two touching her breasts be¬ 
fore ordering her to pull up her 
hospital gown and get off the 
examination table. 

The woman choked up sev¬ 


eral times as she spoke. 

She described how Wilks 
then told her to bend over and 
touch her toes while she was 
wearing only the gown and her 
underwear. 

She said he ordered her to 
keep her hands on her toes 
when she tried to keep her 
loose-fitting underpants from 
slipping. Wilks pulled up her 
underpants and held her gown 
as she was bent over, the court 
martial heard. 

“I was humiliated,” she said. 

She told the court martial 
Wilks was “veiy firm” and 
didn’t give her the impression 
a breast exam was optional. 
She described him as “intimi¬ 
dating.” 

Maj. David Hodson, who 
represents Wilks, accused the 
witness of fabricating the epi¬ 
sode. Wilks faces 26 sexual-as¬ 
sault and breach-of-trust char¬ 
ges involving 16 women over 
six years, the Canadian press

ing study, which found 219 
reported cases of forced mar¬ 
riage in the province between 
2010 and 2012, of whom 97 
per cent of the reported vic¬ 
tims were women.

Most were 
forcibly removed from Canada 
and married abroad.

The federal government has 
confirmed that a former Mafia 
don was given an undeserved 
cheque for $381,737. 

A spokesman for Revenue 
Minister Kerry-Lynne Find¬ 
lay says the unwarranted 
tax refund has since been 
recovered and he suggested 
Thursday that federal em¬ 
ployees responsible could 
face punishment. 

The statement came after 
a published report that the 
Canada Revenue Agency 
gave the since-deceased Nick 
Rizzuto that refund when, 
in fact, he owed the taxman 
$1.5 million. 

Rizzuto had just been ar¬ 
rested as part of a sweeping 
police operation in November 
2006 and sent to prison. The 
elderly Mob boss was eventu¬ 
ally released, and was mur¬ 
dered in his kitchen in 2010. 

Enquete, an investiga¬ 
tive program on Radio-Can¬ 
ada, says Rizzuto received a 
cheque dated Sept. 13, 2007 
for more than $381,000. A 
photo of a cheque worth 


$381,737 made out to Rizzuto 
was posted on Radio-Canada’s 
website on Wednesday. 

“As has been reported in 
the media, the income tax re¬ 
fund that was incorrectly sent 
to Rizzuto has been recovered 
in its entirety,” said an emailed 
statement from Findlay 
spokesman Alex Seguin. 

“This Government consid¬ 
ers any misconduct by tax 
officials unacceptable. Those 
responsible for misconduct 
must be held accountable. 
We are acting to hold people 
accountable.” 

Radio-Canada, the French- 
language CBC network, quot¬ 
ed Jean-Pierre Paquette, a for¬ 
mer Canada Revenue Agency 
auditor, as saying he told the 
Rizzuto family not to cash 
the cheque and that he even 
went to Rizzuto’s home to get 
the cheque. 

Paquette said he believes 
the cheque was probably the 
work of a corrupt civil servant.

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Ireland’s alco-holiday 
prompts introspection 


Dublin. Arthur's Day, 
a Guinness-sponsored 
annual festival, leaves 
a bad taste for many 


Ireland’s love affair with pub 
and pint is sparking national 
soul-searching as never be¬ 
fore because of an unofficial 
holiday dreamed up by Guin¬ 
ness. 

Thursday’s celebrations of 
Arthur’s Day, honouring the 
18th-centuiy founder of Ire¬ 
land’s quintessential drink, 
featured surprise musical per¬ 
formances in 815 pubs and 
clubs across Ireland as well as 
concerts worldwide from Ma¬ 
laysia to Jamaica. 

Launched in 2009, Guin¬ 
ness says the annual festiv¬ 
ities provide a needed tonic 
for a 7,500-strong Irish pub 
network struggling to main¬ 
tain profits in the face of a 
five-year debt crisis that has 
ravaged employment and in¬ 
comes.

Many pubs are offering 
free pints of the darlc-brown 
stout at 5:59 p.m. — a refer¬ 
ence to the founding of Guin¬ 
ness in 1759 — followed by 
the appearance of a band or 
singer, among them inter¬ 
nationally popular acts, many 
kept secret until that mo¬ 
ment. All entertainers are 
paid by Guinness’s British 
parent, Diageo. 

“It’s really a musical treas¬ 
ure hunt. It’s one of my fa¬ 
vourite nights of the year,” 
said David Doolan, a 28-year- 
old software engineer who 
plans to follow tweeted tip- 
offs as musical acts turn up 
in Dublin pubs. He’s caught 
parts of impromptu perform¬ 


ances by Tom Jones, Mumford 
& Sons and Stereophonies in 
past festivities. 

But this year, Guinness 
has been put on the defensive 
amid surging protests that 
Arthur’s Day is compounding 
an alcoholic culture that costs 
Ireland about $5.15 billion 
annually in hung-over work¬ 
ers, a Europe-leading rate of 
liver disease, late-night van¬ 
dalism and violence in hospi¬ 
tal emergency rooms. 

“They shouldn’t call it 
Arthur’s Day. They should 
call it Vomit Day,” said Ais¬ 
ling Fitzsimons, a 50-year-old 
manager of a convenience 
store who says she has to 
hose down the sidewalk out¬ 
side most weekends. 

Two performers who def¬ 
initely aren’t playing are Irish 
folk singer Christy Moore 
and the Celtic rock band The 
Waterboys. Both have penned 
anti-Arthur’s Day songs that 
harness an Irish sense of un¬ 
ease of being played for fools 
by a brewing behemoth.

Advocating for autism

When Roma Kurtz was a 
young teacher in training 
more than 25 years ago, be¬ 
ing around students with 
disabilities made her uncom¬ 
fortable — it wasn’t anything 
she had known before. 

Today, the mother of two 
severely autistic sons said 
she lives a “special-ed life,” 
advocating for Ben, 24, and 
Grant, 22, through years of 
schooling and now as young 
men. 

Kurtz said when Ben was 
born, the autism community 
wasn’t as organized as today. 
She was told having an au¬ 
tistic child was rare — about 
one in 10,000 — but even 
more rare to have a second 
child with the disorder. 

“I began to grieve for what 
wasn’t to be,” Kurtz said. “At 
first I thought, ‘Why me?’ 
But with my faith I started to 
think, ‘Why not me?”’ 


Her background in teach¬ 
ing also served Kurtz well 
during the boys’ school years. 

“I wasn’t afraid to stand 
before a principal and say 
what my hopes and visions 
for the kids were. I knew the 
government had a mandate 
to accommodate kids with 
special needs, so it gave teeth 
to my advocacy.” 

That steely strength saw 
Kurtz volunteer on the board 
of the Autism Society of Ed¬ 
monton (ASE) and continues 
now with volunteer work 
at the Glenrose Hospital’s 
Autism Clinic. At a recent 
workshop for parents with 
autistic teens transitioning 
to adulthood, Kurtz brought 
pictures of Ben and Garth 
and showed a YouTube video 
of her sons’ latest venture — 
autism artistry. 

Kurtz and her sons recent¬ 
ly held a sold-out art show of 
50 paintings by Garth and 30 
photographs by Ben for some 
200 people. 

“The most I’ve learned 


about advocacy, I’ve learned 
from other parents,” Kurtz 
said. “I guess I’m a pion¬ 
eer, but it’s bigger than me 
and my family. I encourage 
others to tell their story, 
too.” 

Freda Badry, ASE execu¬ 
tive director, said that, over 
the years, Kurtz and her 
husband, Terry, have offered 
valuable insight and perspec¬ 
tive for families dealing with 
autism. 

“I think I found my pur¬ 
pose long ago — to accept 
what I was given and to be a 
voice so Ben and Garth can 
tell their story,” Kurtz said. 

Even as she now teaches 
English as a second language 
to children two days a week, 
Kurtz is thinking about the 
next step for her boys. An¬ 
other YouTube video for aut¬ 
ism artistry — yes. A family 
vacation with whitewater 
rafting (the boys love the 
water) — perhaps? 

“And I want to talk about 
an adult autism clinic.”

Twitter, NFLink 
deal to show 
football videos 

The National Football 
league has struck a deal 
to show game highlights 
and other video content 
on Twitter ahead of the 
micro-messaging service’s 
initial public offering of 
stock. 

The deal is part of Twit¬ 
ter’s Amplify program, 
which lets TV broadcasters 
show ad-supported video 
clips in users’ Twitter 
feeds as users discuss what 
they are watching on TV.

Faceboolc, YouTube and other 
digital platforms contribute 
$7.3 billion a year to Canada’s 
economy and employ nearly 
80,000 people, a report says. 

Whether they’re being used 
to disseminate music, provide 
remote access to health care or 
interact with customers, digital 
platforms are transforming 
businesses and creating effi¬ 
ciencies, the report called Can¬ 
ada’s Digital Imperative: Meas¬ 


uring Digital Platforms’ Labour 
Market and Economic Impact. 

However, the industry also 
faces challenges, including con¬ 
straints on corporate resources, 
lack of skilled workers, and in¬ 
adequate research and develop¬ 
ment, the report by the Infor¬ 
mation and Communications 
Technology Council found. 

“Digital platforms are in¬ 
creasingly providing enter¬ 
prises with greater connec¬ 
tivity, resulting in profound 
changes in the way they do 
business and create and deliver 
digital content,” the report said. 

The report defines digital 
platforms as anything that al¬ 
lows content producers and 
consumers to interact, includ-

ing social media such as Face- 
book, user-generated content 
such as YouTube and meeting 
applications such as WebEx. 

The industry is expected 
to double within five years to 
$14.8 billion a year in revenue, 
while employment is expected 
to increase by more than one- 
quarter, creating 22,000 new 


jobs by 2018, the report esti¬ 
mates. 

Most of the revenue and 
jobs are attributed to compan¬ 
ies that have adopted digital 
platforms. Canadian compan¬ 
ies that provide digital plat¬ 
form services represent less 
than 20 per cent of the sector, 
the report said. 

Three-quarters of Can¬ 
adian businesses say they use 
at least one digital platform 
for communicating either with 
staff or customers or suppliers, 
the study found. Nearly half 
said using digital platforms 
helped cut costs. Half also said 
digital platforms significantly 
improved customer service.

Richard: Mark, in some ways 
Rush is a paint-by-numbers 
story — Formulaic One, 
maybe? — of opposites. 

Lauda and Hunt face off in 
predictable ways — the kind 
of thing we’ve seen in other 
sports films — but the film 
really takes off in its second 
half when the characters 
show some growth and the 
racing scenes take centre 
stage. 

Director Ron Howard 


takes us inside the cars — lit¬ 
erally. 

The races are exciting, vis¬ 
ceral and as close as I’ll ever 
get to rounding a hairpin 
curve at super sonic speeds. 
What did you think? 

Mark: The races are well 
done, no doubt. 

But there has to be more, 
and often there is. I loved the 
groovy Euro-’70s milieu of 
the movie, the sensuality of 
the cars themselves, and the 
behind-the-scenes politics of 
the Formula One game. But 
the movie is episodic, and 
lacks — wait for the pun — 
narrative drive. 

Chris Hemsworth is an ar¬ 
rogant rogue in the Lightning 
McQueen mode, but Daniel 
Briihl plays a rival racer with 
the soul of an actuary. 

Neither of them are exact¬ 


ly nice guys; in fact, they’re a 
couple of grand prix. 

RC: Ha! I liked Bruhl. 

It would have been easy to 
play Lauda as a one-note ego¬ 
tist, but as his character finds 
his passion after the horrific 
accident, Briihl adds com¬ 
plexity, bringing him to life 
as a fully rounded man. 

Hemsworth hammers it 
home, proving there is more 
to him than playing super¬ 
hero Thor in The Avengers 
movies, but I really thought 
Briihl showed the most range. 

MB: Burning half your face 
off will often give you that 
range. 

He goes from a man who 
won’t smile to one who can’t 
smile. 

But he’s also an unsympa¬ 
thetic martinet for a lot of the 


movie, and I kept waiting for 
Ron Howard to go back to the 
Hemsworth story, which was 
more fun. How do you think 
the movie stacks up against 
classic racing movies like Le 
Mans or Winning? 

RC: I think it compares well 
to movies like Winning, 
Grand Prix and Days of Thun¬ 
der, but the racing flick it has 
most in common with has 
to be Le Mans, just for sheer 
speed-demon spirit.

“I think we need to make an¬ 
other movie about how we 
made this movie,” says San¬ 
dra Bullock on the filming 
of Gravity, her new lost-in¬ 
space film. 

The Heat star plays Dr. 
Ryan Stone, an astronaut 
untethered from her space 
shuttle following a debris 
storm. Cut loose from her 
space partner (George Cloon¬ 
ey) and her ride to Earth, she 
drifts through the inky dark¬ 




ness until discovering a way 
to survive. 

“The film is about adver¬ 
sities, and we were going 
through adversities,” says 
director Alfonso Cuaron. 
“Everything was a big chal¬ 
lenge.” 

Technically, the shoot was 
arduous. Recreating the zero- 
gravity of space required Bul¬ 
lock to learn to move at 30 
per cent of her usual speed, 
and to be trussed up like a 
marionette on a 12-wire sys¬ 
tem and other torturous de¬ 
vices. 

“We had a consultant 
from Guantanamo Bay come 
in,” jokes Cuaron. 

Emotionally the shoot 
also presented issues. How 
could Bullock portray the 
impassioned inner life of the 
character when covered with 
a helmet and spacesuit for 
much of the performance? 

“I think eveiy actor will 
tell you that they are always 


panicked about being able to 
convey something with the 
least amount of precious¬ 
ness,” she says. “If all you 
have are your eyes or your 


face, just feel it truthfully. 
For me, I didn’t think about 
being behind the visor. It 
was still my whole body feel¬ 
ing it. 


“But a lot of times you’d 
feel yourself emoting some¬ 
thing and they’d say, ‘No, we 
didn’t see anything.’ I just 
had to trust in what (Cuaron) 


saw. I saw nothing. I heard 
nothing. I had him in my 
head and I just had to trust 
that. 

“It’s a weird profession. 
You have to unscrew your 
head and screw on this other 
head of what this other per¬ 
son is going through and you 
go, ‘Wow, that’s not a pretty 
place to live all day.’” 

Working with Clooney, 
who she’s known since be¬ 
fore they both were famous, 
also provided support. 

When she was having 
trouble with a particular 
scene, Clooney sent an email 
with a some suggestions on 
how to make it work. “It’s 
not my business,” he wrote, 
“so throw this in the trash or 
use it.” 

As it turns out, his ideas 
were bang-on. “That’s the 
gift of knowing someone for 
so long,” she says. “He gives 
you gold tidbits like that. It’s 
sweet.”

Colin Hanks joins a huge cast 
to relive the assassination of 
John F. Kennedy and the days 
that followed in Parkland, com¬ 
ing out as the 50th anniversaiy 
of the event itself approaches. 
It gave Hanks a unique view 
on histoiy and, as the chief 
surgeon on duty at Parkland 
Memorial Hospital that day, a 
chance to play doctor. 

It’s got to be an interesting 
challenge playing for this 
kind of historical accuracy. 


The whole goal of this was to 
show it as it really was, not 
to play up the importance 
in that here’s this incredibly 
important day that people 
will talk about for the next 
centuiy or the next 40 or 50 
years. We were really playing 
the importance of, “This is 
happening right now.” The 
whole point of this film is to 
look at those moments that 
have been overlooked, that 
are not necessarily the first 
thing that people think about 
when they think about the 
Kennedy assassination. The 
stories of the people that were 
involved — that I call the sort 
of supporting characters that 
were on the peripheiy — they 
were thrust into a scenario 
where obviously for the rest of 
their fives they were thinking 
about this. So for me, I was 
really interested in tiying to 
capture that elusive sort of 
moment in time where you 
just don’t know what’s going 
on and you’re just tiying to get 
your bearings. And most of the 


time, you’re failing. 

In your research, was there 
anything you learned that 
surprised you? 

Well, I mean there’s tons of 
stuff. The idea that the same 
doctors were on call when 
Kennedy and Oswald were 
brought in, I had no idea. That 
they even brought them to the 
same hospital, those kinds of 
things. Those little moments 
of histoiy I think are really the 
most fascinating, and I think 
are also quite frankly the ones 
that people gravitate toward. 
Those little moments, I think, 
always speak much louder 
than any of the specifics that 
you can get into. 

How much discussion was 
there on set about the con¬ 
spiracy theories or the Oliver 
Stone side of things? 

None, none. There was really 
no conversation, none of us 
really talked about it. You 
know, obviously I was only 
there for a small portion of the 


filming. It was almost like we 
were making our own differ¬ 
ent films and we sort of threw 
them all together. But it was 
never really a conversation. 

I think the goal and purpose 
that we had was to be so 
focused on these three days to 
not think about anything else. 
So that was all that we were 
really focused on. 

You’re shooting in a very 
confined space. 

Yeah, we had 25 people in a 
small room, you know? And 
two of them were holding 
cameras and there was a boom 
operator and that was it. So it 
was a different way of making 
the movie, but again we were 
just focusing on those real 
moments. It sounds redundant 
because you always try to do 
that in any job, but this one 
was a different kind of acting 
than what I was used to and a 
different kind of stoiy. We’re 
telling a different aspect of a 
story that people think they 
already know a lot about.

I had the chance to visit the set 
of Breaking Bad a few months 
ago. It’s close to freezing in 
downtown Albuquerque, N.M., 
but Biyan Cranston isn’t al¬ 
lowed to let on that he’s cold. 

He and Aaron Paul are 
currently filming a scene in 
a public square, and though 
it’s the dead of winter in real 
life, there’s apparently no such 
thing as the dead of winter in 
the Breaking Bad universe. 

“They tiy not to show really 
any season. It’s like, light jack¬ 
ets, windbrealcers. We’re never 
in big jackets, you’ll never see 
that. I always wear a T-shirt,” 
Cranston explains. “My hands 
are still cold right now.” 

And that can make shoot¬ 
ing the hit series a bit uncom¬ 
fortable. 

“These are conditions; 
these are little things. Some¬ 
times we’re shooting in August 
and we have to look cool, and 
sometimes we’re shooting in 
winter and we have to look 
hot,” he says. 

Weather woes are just one 
of the details we picked up 
from Cranston during a visit 
to the set of the hit series, a 
job that has earned Cranston 
awards and accolades and re¬ 
invented his career through 
playing high school teacher 
turned meth dealer Walter 
White. Here’s what else we 
learned. 

He doesn’t know if Walt 
can be redeemed — and he 
doesn’t care: 

“Is it important? It’s such a 
subjective viewpoint. I don’t 
judge him,” Cranston says. 
“This was all designed. This 
series is unlike any in the his- 
toiy of television. This show 
was meant to be discom¬ 
forting. The hook was to make 
him sympathetic. We knew 
that if we could make you 
sympathize with him at first 
— in the first couple episodes, 
we were rooting for him. You 
were rooting for him to make 
crystal methamphetamine 
and sell it to the world. Why is 
that good? There is ambiva¬ 
lence even in that.” 

He has a hair strategy: 

“I grow hair out. As soon as 
eveiy season is done I start 
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Dangerous

On playing Walter White 

growing my hair and start 
growing my (facial) hair. So 
I would end up with a full 
beard and hair, and whatever 
job is next I would then be 
able to sculpt how I wanted 
that look,” he says. “Just 
before Argo, I was shooting 
Total Recall in Toronto, and 
just before Total Recall, I was 
shooting Breaking Bad. Season 
four had just ended, I believe. 
So my hair was short and I 
wore a wig (for Total Recall), 
and then as my hair is grow¬ 
ing, by the time Argo came 
along it was long enough to 
portray this CIA officer.” 

He can no longer dress 
himself: 

“I don’t care what a I look 
like. Look at me, I’m kind of a 
slob when I’m not dressed in 
Prada that someone dressed 
me and put on me and laid 
out for me,” says Cranston, 
dressed comfortably in jeans 
and a plaid flannel shirt. “But I 
like it that way. I’m so used to 
people laying clothes out for 
me, like wardrobe people will. 
And my wife and daughter 


love doing that, so I don’t have 
to pick out clothes except 
when I’m here and no one’s 
around.” 

He’s found his outlet: 

“Some cope with medication, 
some cope with calming. I 
run, and when I run I spew,” 
Cranston says. “I get rid of 
aggressions and anxieties, and 
I run. It’s a solo act for me. I 
always sleep better, I always 
eat better because I feel good 
about what I’ve done, I’m 
more regular — all the things 
you don’t want to know. And 
my wife now is like, ‘Can you 
go run?’ She can sense it. We 
all need an outlet, and you’re 
lucky if you find it.” 

Playing this role has changed 
him: 

“It’s dropped my voice,” Cran¬ 


ston reveals. 

“If you go back (to the 
first season,) a couple things 
have happened. My posture 
has changed. When I was 
Walter more often, I was 
rolled over and kind of 
world-weary, and my posture 
changes when I go into Hei¬ 
senberg. My voice drops, and 
by dropping my voice — just 
thinking it, feeling it — my 
own voice has dropped. It’s a 
little bit lower.” 

Everyone is capable of break¬ 
ing bad: 

“My personal feeling is that 
eveiy single human being is 
capable of becoming a Hei¬ 
senberg of their own. I believe 
that anyone could become 
veiy dangerous given the right 
set of circumstances, the right 
buttons being pushed.”

How Jesse gets 
into character 

We’re on the set of Break¬ 
ing Bad in downtown 
Albuquerque, watching 
as a pivotal scene in the 
final episodes of the 
series is filmed, when 
an odd sound comes 
over the headset: rapid, 
intense breathing, almost 
hyperventilation, through 
gritted teeth. Turns out 
it’s just Aaron Paul get¬ 
ting into character. 

“I get pretty intense 
during shooting. Prepping 
to roll today, I don’t know 
if you saw, but I do get 
in it,” Paul explains later 
that evening. “Make weird 
grunting noises for some 
reason, I don’t know what 
it is. Just tiying to really 
feel like I’m living these 
moments.” 

And those moments 
have been anything but 
pleasant for Paul as his 
character, Jesse Pinkman, 
has been put through the 
ringer in the run-up to the 
series finale. 

“It’s emotionally 
wrecked me, yeah. I’ve 
truly lived and breathed 
this character,” he says. “I 
have a personal connec¬ 
tion to him and I love him 
to death and I want to 
protect him. It’s definitely 
changed my life.” 

He must be breathing 
a little easier, then, as the 
final episode of the 
groundbreaking 
series is upon 
us. While 
shooting 
the final 
episodes 
of Break¬ 
ing Bad, 

Paul has been 
tiying very, 
veiy hard to 
keep his mouth 
shut. “Everyone 
acts like they 
want to 
know, but 
deep 


down you don’t want 
to know,” he says about 
divulging spoilers. “You 
want to live through 
watching the episodes. 

You don’t want to read 
the end of a book before 
you start it.” 

Paul acknowledges 
that his future as an actor 
is incredibly bright, com¬ 
ing off the acclaim and 
success of Breaking Bad. 
But he’s definitely putting 
Jesse Pinkman and his ilk 
to rest for a while. 

“Do I want to jump 
onto another loveable 
drug addict? No. I want to 
steer far away from that,” 
he says, though don’t 
expect to see him head¬ 
lining a rom-com anytime 
soon. “I love sinking my 
teeth into something 
intense. Because in my 
personal life I’m veiy at 
peace and happy, kind of 
a fun guy who loves to 
go to concerts and dance 
around and be an idiot. 
But when it comes to 
work I like to just zip on a 
different skin and kind of 
become someone else.” 

And for Paul that 
fim-loving side means 
that interacting with fans 
online just isn’t enough. 

“I do this thing on 
Twitter where I say, ‘Call 
me,’ and I’ll just give 
a phone number to a 
pay phone. And people 
call from all around the 
world and I talk to them,” 
he says. “I send out the 
number and then 
the phone will 
ring for days. 

It really will. 
We shot at 
this location 
for a few 
days and we 
would have 
to leave it off 
the ringer be¬ 
cause of the 
sound.” NED

After 60 years of supervillains, 
007 takes on flower power in 
Solo, the new novel from Wil¬ 
liam Boyd, officially authorized 
by Ian Fleming Publications. 
The book will be released Oct. 
8 in North America. 

A glamorous launch took 
place Wednesday at the Dor¬ 
chester Hotel, London, which 
features in the novel. The first 
seven copies were signed by 


the author and driven by Jen¬ 
sen FF — the spy’s chosen car 
in this edition — to Heathrow 
airport, where they were dis¬ 
patched to Amsterdam, Edin¬ 
burgh, Zurich, Los Angeles, 
New Delhi, Cape Town and 
Sydney. The British award-win¬ 
ning novellist and screenwriter 
Boyd told reporters he wanted 
to challenge Bond’s conserva¬ 
tive attitude in a 1969 setting. 

“The earlier novels show 
the unthinking attitude of a 
man of his class and era, but 
as an intelligent man he has 


to be aware of how society is 
changing with issues like the 
Vietnam War and the flower 
power movement.” 

Boyd also has his hero break 
from MI5 — after a feud with 
Miss Moneypenny — to go solo 
in his mission to prevent civil 
war in West Africa. It repre¬ 
sents Bond’s first appearance 
on the continent since Dia¬ 
monds Are Forever. 

But the author does indulge 
“sensualist” tradition, gifting 
007 his personal recipe for a 
diy martini, a 45th birthday 


party in a casino, and several 
passionate affairs. 

While Boyd has worked on 
films with three Bonds — Sean 
Conneiy, Pierce Brosnan and 
Daniel Craig — he has another 
idea for who could play the 
part in Solo. 

“Daniel Day-Lewis resem¬ 
bles the Bond Ian Fleming 
describes as ‘looking like the 
American singer Hoagy Car¬ 
michael.’ He fits that image of 
being tall, rangy, dark-haired, 
good-looking, which is why I 
would choose him.”

Most kids watch Nickelodeon 
strictly for entertainment. But 
Mathew Klickstein wasn’t most 
kids. 

“I was just always veiy en¬ 
gaged in what was going on be¬ 
hind the scenes,” says the auth¬ 
or of the new book SLIMED: An 
Oral Histoiy of Nickelodeon’s 
Golden Age. “I was almost cus¬ 


tom-made to do this book.” 

Growing up, Klickstein was 
glued to his TV for now-cult- 
classics like Hey Dude and Sa¬ 
lute Your Shorts. His passion 
for what he calls the “golden 
age of Nickelodeon” — roughly 
1983 to 1995 — inspired him to 
“jump through a lot of hoops” 
to score interviews with some 
of his favourite TV stars of yore.

I did the show 
(about my addiction strug¬ 
gles) with Dr. Phil about a 
year ago, and he mentioned 
(a book), so we ran with it. I 
just started writing it to see 
how it would feel, and then 
it started feeling really good, 
therapeutic, and then things 
started clicking. (I felt) like 
this could be something that 
may be helpful to someone 
who I like to say is in a mo¬ 
ment of strength — instead 
of a moment of weakness — 
when they want to overcome 
something. 


Were you nervous to put 
yourself out there? 

That’s the only way I can be. 
It’s all about just putting it 
all out there. There’s so many 
things in life that use the same 
theoiy, and that’s: “If you can’t 
be real, then what are you do¬ 
ing it for?” ... I wasn’t scared, I 
was more relieved after it was 
finally released. I feel eveiy 
single day as if I’m learning 
from this experience. Because 
as an entertainer, yeah, I do 
give back, but not in this way. 

You weren’t shy about 
naming names in the book. 
You spoke about how your 
relationship with Paris 
Hilton fuelled some of your 
problems. 

Eveiyone knew about what 
was going on and, you know, I 
wasn’t perfect, she wasn’t per¬ 
fect, we just weren’t meant 
for each other at that time.

What do you do after leaving 
the hectic pace of New York 
City to buy a 19th centuiy farm¬ 
house in upstate New York?

Ingredients 


Crust 

• l cup all-purpose flour 
(spooned into cup and levelled 
off) 

• 1/3 cup pecans 

• 3 tbsp granulated sugar 

• 1/2 tsp salt 

• 4 tbsp (1/2 stick) cold unsalted 
butter, cut into bits 

• l large egg 

• Flour for the work surface 

Filling 

• ll/4 cups granulated sugar 

• 3 tbsp cornstarch 

• 3 large eggs 

• 6 tbsp (3/4 stick) unsalted but¬ 
ter, melted 

• ll/3 cups buttermilk 

. l tsp grated lemon zest 

• 1/2 tsp freshly grated nutmeg 

• Pecans for garnish (optional) 


tree and tangy buttermilk. This 
pie is sweet, rich and just plain 
lovely.” 

1. Crust: In food processor, 
combine flour, pecans, sugar, 
and salt and pulse until pecans 
are finely ground. Add butter 
and egg and pulse until dough 
holds together when pinched 
but does not form ball. Pat into 
a flat disk and refrigerate for at 
least 30 minutes or up to a day. 

2. On floured work surface, 
roll out dough to 12-inch 
round. Roll dough around 
rolling pin and fit into 9-inch 


pie plate without stretching, 
pressing dough into bottom 
and against sides of pan. With 
paring knife, trim the dough 
to leave a 1-inch overhang all 
around. Fold overhang in over 
rim to make a double layer of 
dough and, with your fingers, 
crimp the dough around the 
edge. Refrigerate for at least 1 
hour before baking. 

3. Preheat the oven to 400 
F. Line the pie shell with foil 
or parchment paper, leav¬ 
ing an overhang, and fill with 
pie weights or dried beans to 
weight the crust down. Bake 
for 15 minutes, then remove 
the foil and weights and bake 
for 10 minutes longer or until 


golden. Remove the pie shell 
and leave the oven on but re¬ 
duce the temperature to 325 F. 

4. Filling: In food processor, 
combine sugar and cornstarch 
and pulse until combined. Add 
the eggs, butter, buttermilk, 
lemon zest, and nutmeg and 
process until combined.

Reilly runs to fame 
as his dad cringes 



CFL. QB went against 
his father's advice, 
but double threat has 
given Eskimos hope 


Growing up, Mike Reilly 
learned one ironclad rule at 
his father’s knee: Real quarter¬ 
backs stay in the pocket and 
throw. They do not gambol 
about the gridiron like Bambi 
on a sugar rush. 

So much for fatherly ad¬ 
vice. 

Twenty years later, Pat 
Reilly and his wife Rhonda will 
head north to Edmonton to 
watch their son Mike quarter¬ 
back the Edmonton Eskimos 
against the Toronto Argonauts 
at Commonwealth Stadium 
Saturday. 

They’ll watch a 28-year-old 
who has become a local folk 
hero for his willingness to run, 
throw, and take hellacious hits 
to lift the 3-9 team off the mat. 

“Eve made peace with 
it (the running),” Pat Reilly 
laughed in an interview from 
the family home in Kalispell, 
Mont. “But I’d still trade run¬ 
ning yards for passing yards 
any day of the week.” 

Mike Reilly’s running has 
made him a potent double 
threat. He is ranked second 
in league passing with 3,085 
yards and 20 TDs, and is fifth 
amongst all the league’s rush¬ 
ers with 530 yards. 

After years of bouncing 
around practice rosters in the 
NFL and backing up Travis Lu- 
lay in B.C., Reilly got his chance 
to lead a team this past off-sea¬ 
son when he was acquired in a 
trade by the Eskimos. 


He has more than exceeded 
expectations. 

The Eskimos are on a two- 
game win streak after starting 
the season 1-9 and, given the 
wacky world of the CFL, are 
still in the hunt for a crossover 
playoff spot. 

Paradoxically, before the 
win streak, Reilly’s legend 
grew with each successive loss 
as fans marvelled at his ability 


to drag himself to his feet after 
getting destroyed by a defen¬ 
sive end. 

But ask Reilly about the hits 
and his eyes glaze over. 

“That’s how I’ve always 
looked at football. It’s a man’s 
game. There’s no room here 
for people that are soft,” he 
said in an interview. 

It was his dad, he said, who 
not only worked all day then 


drove him to practice at night 
and coached his football team, 
but taught him the difference 
between pain and injuiy. 

“(He taught me to) get up 
every single play. No matter 
how hard I got hit,” said Reilly. 
“My dad didn’t want to hear 
it. He’s old school. He wasn’t 
going to let me come out of a 
game just because something 

hurt.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

Calvin Johnson is trying to 
stay positive after Nate Bur¬ 
leson’s injuiy. 

Burleson was coming off 
a big game last weekend at 
Washington, but he broke 
his arm in a car crash early 
Tuesday, so now the Lions 
will have to rely on Johnson 
and a number of less proven 
options at wide receiver.
